It was conceded by both sides that the 
special congressional election in the Third 
District of Washington State last Saturday 
would be close. This district appears to 
have no hard-and-fast political affiliation 
and for the past s¢veral elections alter- 
nately has elected a Republican and then a 
Democrat.

There was a look of distress on the face of the customer from 
Illinois and I could tell that he was making up his mind that if 
this were Southern fried chicken he wanted no more of it. I knew 
that before he had driven 20 miles he would be in need of bicar- 
bonate of soda. He would go back home and warn one and all 
to beware of Southern fried chicken. And he would be right. With 
the usual exceptions, the so-called Southern dishes served along the 


highways of the South are awe-inspiring concoctions of what South- 
ern cooking ought not to be. It is very difficult to get real Southern 
COOKING. 


Fraud The istomer came in just behind us He asked

for a barbecue sandwich. A slattern reached into a 
dirty-looking ice box, took from it a greasy hunk of cold roast pork, 
sliced a few slivers from it, put it.on a slice of bread, lathered it 
with hot sauce, slapped a piece of pickle on it, covered it with 
another slice of bread and slid it on a saucer for the customer. 

He ate but a part of it and left. Certainly he had not had barbe- 
cue. What he had had was perhaps Bar-B-Q. It can be almost anv- 
thing, because it doesn’t even claim to be barbecued meat.

Rules The traveler in the South will do well to avoid all but 
the well-recommended roadside eating places.

A pig must be cooked 
at least 18 hours, and pork hams need a good 18 hours of slow 
cooking and basting with the right sauce. 


Fried chicken won't be good if the chicken isn’t good. But, even 
so, it must be given a fair start in cooking. It cannot be hurried. 
It is not a short-order dish. 


Brunswick stew is a noble dish of fat hens; fresh, lean pork, 
much good butter, fresh vegetables and seasoning. It is not at all 
a mess of ground meat, canned corn and tomatoes. There are. of 
course, the versions of squirrel stews, but the basic Brunswick stew 
is fat hens and trimmed, lean pork. 


Good, honest food, served in clean quarters, will make friends 
and profits. Every county in-every State owes it to the good name 
of Southern cooking to forbid permission to joints to sell food 
unless they measure up. 


~ Barbecue is the most abused. This is an ancient 
Beard to Tails) Its name, Barbecue, supposedly grew out 


of the phrase of the French privateers, who preyed on Spanish ship- 
ping in the early days of discovery. 

The French, seeing a pig or beef being barbecued over a pit, 
exclaimed, “‘De Barbe d’ Queue!’ Which, freely translated, means 
“from-beard to tail.” The phrase became “Barbecue.”

It pledges 
itself to encourage and support good roadside eating places and 
to make them known.
